Sir Thomas and his party landed at 


8 o'clock, and were driven to the Wal- 
dorf-Astoria for dinner. This morning 
he took up his quarters on the steam 
yacht Erin, now anchored off Stapletou. 
Included in the party of Sir Thomas 
were George L. Wataou, designer of 
the Shamrock; Charles Russell, who 
will represent the Royal Ulster Yacht 
club on the American cup defender;.!. 
B. Hilliard, a Clyde yachtsman, whom, 
next to Mr. Jamieson, Sir Thomas con- 
siders the best amateur yachtsman of 
the United Kingdom; C. O'Malley, John 
Westwood and W. M. Duncan. 


Sir Thomas comes to America for his 


second attempt to lift the cup, cheerful 
and resolute. 
He had this to say to 


the newspaper correspondents: 


"I am delighted to be again In Amer- 


ica, aud should be ungrateful if I did 
not say that I am pleased with the re- 
ception that has already been given 
me. 
I think I can do better this time, 


for I have in Shamrock II a boat at 
least nine minutes faster over a 30-mile 
course than the Shamrock L and the old 
boat, during the trials on the other 
Bide, was certainly5to!0minutes faster 
than when she raced in America in 1S99. 
At any rate, we expect to make a good 
race against the American defender, 
whether she be the Constitution or the 
Columbia. 


"I am hoping for a good breeze during 


the races, for certainly the Shamrock II 
is something bett^r^fean a light-weather 
boat. 
Whatever the outcome I shall 


be satisfied that the better boat has 
won, for I have a good opinion of Amer- 
ican sportsmanship, and the fairness of 
the New York Yacht club. 
My recol- 


lection of my attempt to lift the cup two 
years ago is altogether a pleasant one, 
and I hope to cement the friendship 
then so happily begun." - 


The only thing that Sir Xbomas has 


to criticize in American yachting is the 
rul»' of measuring. 


"The English method," he said, "is 


much to be preferred.' It results in 
more beautiful, healthful and comfort- 
able boats, white tho American form 
tends to produce racing machines only. 
Many American yachtsmen with whom 
I have talked agrefc with me in this." 


Judging from th£ cpnvefsation of Sir 


Thomas and the members of his party, 
it is not likely that Shamrock II will 
dug-age the Independence.

feels that his challenge applies only to 
the defender selected by the 5?ew York 
Yacht club, and thnt it would not be 
well for him to sail other matches.

If this statement, taken from the Bos- 
ton Hecord, be true, it would, in the 
judgment of my counsel, disqualify him 
for serving in this capacity. 


I respectfully request that a copy of 


this letter with this enclosure be sub- 
mitted to Kear Admiral Howison for 
his consideration; and I would further 
request that 1 may be favored with a 
copy of his answer. 


I have entertained high personal re- 


gard 
for 
Hear Admiral 
Howison 


throughout a long professional service, 
so that I feel sure that, if the statements 
repressed in the enclosure are true, 
Rear Admiral Howison would not be 
willing to serve as a judge under buch 
.circumstances. 


The closing letter of the acting sec- 


retary of the navy is as follows: 


In reply to your letter of the 19th 


instant, inclosing a newspaper clipping 
and requesungr'the department to send 
It to Rear'Admiral Howison, together 
with a copy of,'your letter, yon are 
Informed that the appointment of Rear 
Admiral Howison as a third member 
of the court of inquiry was accom- 
plished only after taking creat pains 
to insure absolute impartiality in the 
officer selected. 
To a question unoffi- 


cially put as to his availability in case 
the department should require his ser- 
Tices, Bear Admiral Howison replied: 


"I know of no reason why I should 


not lie available for such duty should 
the department so decide.

inade no public utterance relatin^othe 
Bubjec^ and I have seen none of the 
official reports an<J,papers bearing upon 
the questions to be decided by the 
court." 


Your counsel, Captain Parker, before

to remind you oi' tUe fact that a fair- 
minded officer of excellent reputation 
and o> unblemished character had beuu 
found in the perron, of Rear Admiral 
Howisou. who, at the date of bis ap- 
pointment, appears to have enjoyed 
the confidence of both the department 
and yourself. 


Your request is based upon a news- 


paper clipping, that purports to con- 
tain statements in regard to the truth 
of which you do not yourself express an 
opinion. 


You ask (he department to lay be- 


fore Hear Admiral Howison a statement 
wholly unsubstantiated, that appears 
to have been made by some person un- 
known, at a time and place likewise un- 
known. 


The department is unable to \iew 


your request in any other light than 
that of a preliminary challenge of the 
fitness of Rear Admiral Howisnn to 
serve as a member of the court.

will be treated as is usual in courts of 
inquiry. 


The established practice in the mili- 


tary as well as in the naval service has 
fixed the method in which the right of 
challenge before court-martials and 
courts of inquiry shall be exercised. 


The department, having constituted

and determine questions that may arise 
respecting the competency of iis mem- 
bers.

Several division officials were Inform- 


ally congregated ia the superintendent's 
office of aa eastern railroad one after- 
noon when the conversation turned to 
the subject of elaborate office furniture, 
suggested by a new office chair which 
had been presented to the venerable su- 
perintendent by "his subordinates as a 
birthday remembrance. 


"I never see an office chair like that 


without being reminded of an amusing 
incident which occurred to mo at almost 
the commencement of my railroad expe- 
rience," remarked the traveling freight 
agent. 


"I commenced my railroad career aa 


'spare agent' for the Central Vermont 
l«ck in the sixties when 'Old Man' Hal- 
loway was superintendent of the north- 
ern division of that road. I only worked 
about six or^eight months in that capaci- 
ty when I was assigned to a new station 
just' opened near St. Albans, Vt., the 
headquarters of the division, 
I shall 


never forget the pride aad satisfaction 
•which I experienced iu tbc possession of 
that, my first regular position. Were I 
to be elected to the presidency of this 
road tomorrow I doubt if it would afford 
me anywhere near the self satisfaction 
that I derived from niy first agency np 
there in the Green Mountain State, Like 
everything else in life, though, there was 
a drawback to my complete happiness, 
and that drawback lay ia the fact that, 
while all the rest of my station equip- 
ment and office furniture was entirely 
new, 
the chair which they seat me, judg- 


ing from its appearance, had seen sev- 
eral years' service at some other station 
before being sent to me. 


"Well, that chair didn't harmonize with, 


my ideas any more than it did with the 
rest of the office furniture. I immediate- 
ly sat down and wrote the superintendent 
at some length, stating the case in all 
its details, which, when summarized, 
amounted to the fact that an old chair 
had been sent me in error in place of a 
uew one, and 1 asked him to see that the 
mistake be rectified. I sent the letter on 
the morning train, thinking, of course, 
that the new chair would be forthcoming 
on the lest train from St. Albans tbat 
night; bat, although I watched every in- 
coming train from St. Albans with anx- 
ious, expectant eyes for over a week, the 
coveted chair did not make its appear- 
ance. 


"Thinking the letter must have been 


lost or mislaid, I wrote another, stating 
the case at more length than on the for- 
mer occasion. On the following day I re- 
ceived niy second letter back with an in- 
dorsement across the corner that a new 
chair could not be provided just at that 
time and for the present I would have to 
get along with the one I had as best I 
could. This bomcwhat dampened my ar- 
dor, bat <1K! aot entirely discourage me in 
my efforts to seenre the new chair. I 
importuned the train dispatcher at least 
three times a week and made it a point 
to communicate my want to the train- 
master, the roadranster and • every one 
else whom I saw and who I thought 
would have any influence whatever with 
the, to me, obstinate superintendent, but 
all to no avail. 
Something like two 


months passed, and I was still seated in 
iny old, ready to fall to pieces chair. 


"Being in St. Albans one day, I decided 


to call upon Mr, Halloway iu person and 
ascertain, if possible, what the prospects 
were relative to niy'thair. 


"After considerable trouble—it being 


one of his busy days—I succeeded in 
gaining admittance to bis private office. 
I have often wondered since tbat be did 
not fire me out bodily and give me a ten 
days' suspension to boot for :sy presump- 
tion, but be did not, profurring, evidently, 
to bluff me out of the affair and at tbe 
same time have a little fun all to himself 
at my expense. 


"I stated my case In as few words as 


possible, being _ somewhat awe inspired 
by his 'scrutinizing gaze.

"Whether the episode gave mo any 


prestige with the 'old man' or not I am 
unable to say, but I was promoted to one 
of the best stations oa the line."—Rail- 
road Employee.

Onet Famous SMI Finds H Nwwury 


To Sell Property 


The Hancock Shakers have decided 


to sell off a large portion of their prop^ 
erty, as recently reported In the Tran- 
script. The Shaker colony has become 
greatly lessened in members during 
the past 10 years and their holdings 
now are a great deal larger than they 
can attend to with any 
degree of 


profit. 


The chief object In selling oft their 


property at this time Is to get the ser- 
vices of Elder Ira R, Lawson, one of 
the oldest members " of the 
Shaker 


family, who alone knows the boun- 
daries of their lands. Mr. Lawson is 
69 years old and in feeble health, but 
still the mainstay of the settlement. 
The elder says he wishes to have much 
of the land sold before- he passes away 
and lawsuits and titles over the pos- 
sessions will then be avoided. 


The Shakers have about 3000 acres 


and there are only four men in the 
settlement to take care of them. They 
employ 14 men, who are aliens to the 
family and take 
lltUs interest in 


their affairs. With the employment of 
so large a force there is little profit in 
agriculture. 
In years gone by they 


raised cattle for market, but there is 
no money in that branch of farming 
now and it has been 
practically 


abandoned. 


Of the 3000 acres that the Hancock 


Shakers own about half is mountain 
and wood land. They own practically 
all of Lebanon mountain to the west, 
and a good deal of it has a fine growth 
of timber. 


The Shakers have also decided that 


they would like to dispose of their grist 
mill out in West Pittsfield, which has 
been running for the past 50 years, and 
is one of the best water privileges In 
this section. But, like the f<ym, they 
have to hire men to run the mill, and 
they find it unprofitable.

NORMAL SCHOOL DEVELOPMENT 


Increase in Number of Experienced 


Teachers Who Become Pupils 


From local correspondence in Spring- 


field Sunday Republican: 
' 


The public schools of Berkshire are 


beginning to feel more and mor® the 
influence of the normal school, -v.'h'ch 
was established in this city 
a few 


years ago. Evidence of this is found 
in the increasing number of teachers 
of experience who are coming to the 
school, with the statement of princi- 
pal Murdouk this week that the p«os- 
pectg for the corning year inJ'cateij 
more than fever before of this class 
of pupils. It is a feature taut is no- 
ticed through the normal schools of 
the state to an Increasing extent, but 
protatfy no section is so susceptible 
to it as Berkshire county, simply be- 
cause this section was 
Jeft longest with 


out a school of this charact ,r. "When 
the school was opened, its pupUs were 
for the most parj. recent 
graduates 


of the high schools and others wno 
had had no experience. The practi- 
cal influence of the school on the pub- 
lic schools of the smaller towns \vas 
not felt until the earlier puoi's were 
graduated and began to find their way 
into positions in their homes or ntar- 
by places. Then the results of the prac 
t.iol training in methods of teaching 
and of the broader educational facil- 
ities of the normal school b=gan to 
manifest themselves. Soon the mem- 
ber? of the school commitleps began 
to notice the nPw inspiration of the 
teachers who had corns from the nor- 
mal school, and gradually they opened 
their eyes to the fact that normal 
school graduates seemed to be the 
most desirable class of teachers. This 
awakening was quietly recognized hy 
the teachers through the territory, 
and it was not slow in becoming an 
influence to induce those who had not 
benefited by normal school training to 
do so_ Those teachers who had had 
much experience were not 
affected. 


They had 'learned In another school 
than the normal school and were fitted 
to meet the competition thus present- 
ed. But for the newer and younger 
teachers, wftose actual experience was 
not a match for the training given in 
the school, it was most natural to turn 
to that institution. And so those who 
had taught for a year or so, and even 
more, began to come in. AH this was 
simply the experience of other parts 
of the state, which has gone on more 
deliberately. Here it was by the na- 
ture of things and the influence of 
normal school work in not 
distant 


communities 
brought 
into smaller 


space and shorter time ,so that it could 
easily be seen and understood. it has 
been a concrete demonstration of the 
actual value to the individual com- 
munity of the normal school system 
of Massachusetts. The increased num 
bers of pupils with teaching experi- 
ence ha,s also had its effect on the 
school itself. This class of learners 
become a nucleus of hard 
workers, 


with a motive for work inspired by 
a full realization of the necessity for 
't, tending always to raise the stand- 
ard of the school. Teachers of the 
normal school greet with pleasure the 
ntrance of those who know for what 
they are working, and who know in a 
measure how to work to the best ad- 
vantage.

FAST TRIP TO EUROPE. 


Kew Line «f St*»wer» to Hake It Im 


Le*» Tb*u Vive aMy«. 


The proposition by a new steamship 


company to cut tbe oo6an« record down 
to four and a half days by adopting 
Berehaven, in Bjjntry bay, Ireland, as 
a port of debarttore for New York, can- 
Jiot fail to nKtoynd tbe owners of steam- 
ship lines who are DOW straining every 
effort to cut the record to five days, 
says the New York Journal. To reach 
even the five day limit millions have 
been spent and millions more arc repre- 
sented by the ocean racers now taking 
form in English and continental ship- 
yards. 


Berehaven is on the west coast of 


Ireland about 00 miles west of Queens- 
town. The average steamship would 
require four hours to steam from the 
longitude of Queenstown, which is 
abont 8 degrees 20 minutes to the lon- 
gitude of Berehaven, which is 9 de- j 
grot's and 50 minutes. It argues, there- 
fore, that with the engines now used 
in ocean liners Berehaven would be at 
least four hours nearer New York than 
Queenstown. 


For tbe voyager by the new Una from 


New York to disembark at Berehaven 
and board a train that would bear him 
directly across the south of Ireland to 
the point nearest Bristol, there to board 
a ferryboat that would take him direct 
to the tatter city, which is little more 
than two hours from London, means a 
great saving of time. 


Jnst how' mnch time saved it does 


mean will be determined when the new 
steamship line'begins operations. But 
It is not believed to be so much in the 
route as in the vessels themselves that 
| tbe new Steamship company hopes to 
' win the prize for quick transatlantic 
travel. The turbine engines are be- 
lieved to be the secret of the confidence 
in predicting a four and a half day 
voyage from Ireland to New York. 
The turbines act directly on the screw 
shaft. The power of tbe engines is 
more concentrated and a greater speed 
gained by the same expenditure of 
Btcam. 


To make the time promised by the 


new company, the turbines to be placed 
in their boats must average more than. 
23 and close to 24 knots an hour. 


A GREAT WHEAT CROP.

The famous clepsydra, or water clock, 


of Canton Is housed in a temple on tbe 
city walls. In "China, tbe Lotfij Lived 
Empire," Miss Scidmove tells of a visit 
paid to thia famous temple.

and sat down to wait until the expected 
bargaining should be concluded and we 
\vere free to enter some further hall, the 
supposed splendid temple of time. 


"Lndy, jump (town. Lady sitting an- 


cient water clock," said Ah Poll, our 
ewaggering parrot of a guide, for three 
big earthen jars on successive shelves 
beside us, a fourth and lowest one with 
R wooden cover, constituted the whole 
clepsydra, and we had unwittingly sat 
kJown upon a quarter section of all time. 


The water descended by slow drops 


from one jar to another, the brass scale 
on a iloat in the last crock telling the 
hours as it rises. Every afternoon at 5 
o'clock since 1321 A. D. tbe lowest jar 
has been emptied, the tipper one filled 
and tbe clock thus wound up for another 
day. 


Boards with the number of the hour 


are displayed on the ontside wall, that 
the city may know tbe time.

Wonderful Production of Washing- 


ion, IUUMO sr.fi £Jseter% Oresca. 
The wheat harvest, which is now In 


full swing iii eastern 
Washington, 


gives abundant evidence that experts 
were not lagprrectjn estimating the 
wheat yield of Washington at 25,000,- 
000 bushels,,an increase of 4,000,000 
over last year, says a Tacoma dispatch 
to tbe St Louis Globe-Democrat. Thia 
yield will be divided between the three 
wheat growing sections of the state, as 
follows: Walla,Walla valley, 6,000,000 
bushels; Palouee district, 10,000,000 
bushels; Big Bend country, 9,000,000 
bushels. Idaho and eastern Oregon 
will produce abont 10,000,000 bushels 
more, making a total yield of 35,000,000 
bushels to be Shipped through the 
grain elevators at Tacoma with the ex- 
ception of that part of the crop used in 
the state. A large part of the yield will 
be exported from Tacoma In the form 
of flour, shipments of which are con- 
stantly increasing. 


A noticeable change is also taking 


place in the wanner of shaping grain 
from Tncomo. In previous years prac- 
tically all of ft has been exported by 
Sailing vessels until last year, when 
steamers carried .away nbout 50,000 
tons. It Is estimated that not less than 
100,000 tons of grain will be exported, 
chiefly to the orient and Europe by 
steamships. The seven grain exporting 
firms operating at Tacoma are now 
making charters daily. Over 30 vessels 
have already been engaged, and many 
of them are now on the seas bound for 
Tacoma.

Recent statistics In regard to the pro- 


duction of Portland cement indicate 
that the United States is destined to 
lead the world in that manufacture, as 
It Is first among ail of the nations in 
Bteel construction for building pur- 
poses, eays the Chicago Post. Within 
the last 11 years the production of 
cement in the United States boa in- 
creased 25 times and is used in nearly 
all construction in preference to that 
Imported from Europe. Foreign manu- 
facturers fear the progress of the 
American product, and less cement is 
being imported today than ever before 
In tbe history of its manufacture. 


On the same ratio the use of cement 


for landing purposes has increased 
durtnl: the^same period until today it is 
used for every form of coa&truction 
for which stone was formerly employ- 
ed. An entire business building was 
recently constructed of cement in 
Washington, and it Is' successfully 
used for the construction of residences. 
The railroads have adopted It for 
bridge building. Viaducts, roadbeds, 
fireproof flooring and similar con- 
struction are among the more recent 
uses to which the material is being 
put by successful contractors and 
builders in tbe' United States. 


Its view of these facts a few figures 


ehowing the growth of the iudustry in 
America are of interest. During the 11 
year period referred to the product has 
Increased from 335,000 barrels to 
8,000,000 barrels. At the present time 
Portland cement is produced at more 
than 50 factories, with an aversce cap- 
ital estimated at J20.000.000. The value 
of the domestic product annually ia 
not less than $10,000,000. 


In 1890 13 '-per -cent of the cement 


used In the United States was of do* 
xuestic manufacture; in 1900, with the 
total consumption four times greater, 
but 25 per cent was imported. A few 
years ago all of the product used in 
Chicago was ^manufactured 
abroad, 


.while today builders and contractors 
Bay practically no imported cement la 
used la Chicago for any purpose. That 
of domestic manufacture is considered 
better and cheaper. 


"There Is nojlongcr any question as 


to the value of cement in all construc- 
tion In wbich 'brick' and stone have 
been used, In the past," said City En- 
gineer Ericeon. "Its use is becoming 
more general 'with the knowledge ac- 
quired by experience, and I do not 
doubt thafcnltlmately cement will take 
the place of stone and brick altogether, 
for the reason that it is better and 
cheaper. In that event America is cer- 
tain to take tbe lead in its production, 
as it presents the largest field for its 
use. 


"It Is only recently that the value of 


concrete as a building material has 
been generally understood. 
Today 


houses are belag feoilt ost of csncrsts 
or cement stone, and the construction 
is entirely successful. In my opinion 
the most valuable use to which cement 
has been recently successfully employ- 
ed has been in -tunnel and conduit con- 
struction. It is superior to brick in ev- 
ery way. It'-furnishes a 1>etter surface, 
Is tigL'ter, ^cheaper and far easier to 
handle in construction. It is used with 
equal succ§s5;in the building of sew- 
ers and drains. In fact, there Is no 
construction' today in wbich it does not 
have its place. Ail good foundations 
are of concrete, it Is used extensively 
in bridge construction accl is today 
second only to steel construction in the 
line of modern building materials. 


"There Is, not tbe slightest question 


that cement can be manufactured aa 
cheap if net cheaper in this country 
than abroad. TLe quality of domestic 
product is equal to that of imported 
material. Best evidence of this is found 
In the fact that'here in Chicago, one of 
tbe leading cement markets in the 
country, nothing but imported cement 
was used up to a few years ago. Today 
I do < sot know of a barrel of foreign 
product which has gone into construc- 
tion during the last two years." 


Inquiry among tbe large contractors 


tnd cement dealers confirmed the con- 
fidence expressed in the future of the 
cement industry In America. "This 
country Is bound to become the great- 
est producer of cement If for no other 
reason than because it furnishes the 
greatest field for Its consumption," saiil 
Fred P. Updike, president of a com- 
pany of contractors. "There is scarcely 
any building construction today in 
which It Is not an Important factor. 
Steel and cement construction are the 
best the worJd has ever known, and 
this countrj la able to produce both of 
anequaled quality." 


Thomas Moulding, who Is regarded 


as an authority upon the product, 
voices practically the same opinion as 
those expressed by the city engineer, 
calling special attention to the use of 
cement stone for residence building 
and for the adoption of concrete by the 
railroads for bridge building. "Domes- 
tic cement," snid he. "is of a very fine 
quality, as good 0£ any ever imported, 
and the increase in its manufacture is 
sufficient assurance that America will 
lead the world in its production."

FAST TRIP TO EUROPE. 


Hew Lime «f Steanera to Hake It I» 


Le*» Tban Five IMyi. 


The proposition by a new steamship 


company to cat the ocean-record down 
to four and a half days by adopting 
Berehaven, in B^ntry bay, Ireland, as 
a port of departure for New York, can- 
pot fail to nKto«nd the owners of steam- 
ebip lines who are now straining every 
effort to cut the record to five days, 
says the New York Journal. To reach 
even the five day limjt millions have 
been spent and millions more arc repre- 
sented by the ocean racers now taking 
form :n English and continental ship- 
yards. 


Berehaven is on the west coast of 


Ireland about 00 miles west of Queens- 
town. The average steamship would 
require four hours to steam from the 
longitude of Queeustown, which is 
about 8 degrees 20 minutes to the lon- 
gitude of Berehaven, which Is 9 de- 
grees and 50 minutes. It argues, there- 
fore, that with tbe engines now used 
in ocean llnere Berehaven would be at 
least four hours nearer New York than 
Queenstown. 


For the voyager by the new line from 


New York to disembark at Berehaven 
and board a train that would bear him 
directly across^the south of Ireland to 
the point nearest Bristol, there to board 
a ferryboat that would take him direct 
to the latter city, which is little more 
than two hours from London, means a 
great saving of time. 


Just how much time saved it does 


mean will be determined when the new 
steamship line'begins operations. But 
It is not believed to be so much in the 
route as in the vessels themselves that 
the new steamship company hopes to 
win the prize for quick transatlantic 
travel. The turbine engines are be- 
lieved to be tbe secret of tbe confidence 
in predicting a four and a half day 
voyage from Ireland to New York. 
The turbines act directly on the screw 
Bhaft. The power of the engines is 
more concentrated and a greater speed 
gained by the same expenditure of 
Btcam. 


To make the time promised by the 


new company, the turbines to be placed 
in their boats must average more than 
23 and close to 24 knots an hour.

The famous clepsydra, or water clock, 


of Canton Is 'housed in a temple on the 
city walls. In "China, the Lotfg Lived 
Empire," Miss Scidmore tells of a visit 
paid to this famous temple. 


We went into a sort of rubbish room 


and sat down to wait until the expected 
bargaining should be concluded and we 
to-ere free to enter some further hall, the 
Supposed splendid temple of time. 


"Lady, jump dewn. Lady sitting an- 


cient water clock," said Ah Poll, our 
swaggering parrot of a guide, for three 
big earthen jars on successive shelves 
beside us, a fourth and lowest one with 
a wooden cover, constituted the whole 
clepsydra, and we had unwittingly gat 
tiown upon a quarter section of all timo. 


The water descended by slow drops 


from one jar to another, the brass scale 
on a float in the last crock telling the 
hours aa it rises. Every afternoon at 5 
o'clock since 1321 A. D. the lowest jar 
ha$ been emptied, the npper one filled 
and the clock thus wound up for another 
day. 


Boards with the number of the hour 


are displayed on the outside wall, that 
the city may know the times.

Wonderful Production of Washing- 


ton, Idano aofi Es»t«rw Orsssss, 
The wheat harvest, which is now in 


full swing in eastern Washington, 
gives abundant evidence that experts 
were not Incorrect in estimating the 
wheat yield of Washington at 25,000,- 
000 bushels,, an increase of 4,000,000 
over last year, eays a Tacoma dispatch 
to the St. Louis Globe-Democrat. This 
yield will be divi'ded between the three 
wheat growing sections of the state, as 
follows: Walla.Walla valley, 6,000,000 
bushels; Palonse district, 10,000,000 
bushels; Big Bend country, 9,000,000 
bushels. Idaho and eastern Oregon 
will produce about 10,000,000 bushels 
more, making a total yield of 35,000,000 
bushels to be shipped through the 
grain elevators at Tacoma with the ox- 
ception of that part of the crop used in 
the state. A large part of the yield will 
be ejcpor-.ed from Tacoma in the form 
of flour, shipments of which are con- 
stantly increasing. 


A noticeable change is also taking 


place in the manner of shipping grain 
from Tacoma. In previous yeors prac- 
tically all of it has been exported by 
gulling vessels until last year, when 
steamers carried .away nbout 50.000 
tons. It is estimated that not less than 
100,000 tons of grain will be exported, 
chiefly to the orient and Europe by 
steamships. The seven grain exporting 
firms operating at Tacoma are now 
making charters daily. Over 30 vessels 
have already been engaged, and many 
of them are now on the seas bound for 
Tacoma. 


UP PIKE'S PEAK IN AUTO. 


Two Deaver Men the Ftr»t to Thai 


Reaelt the Summit. 


W. B. Pelker and C. A. Yont of Den- 


! ver recently climbed Pike's peak In an 
automobile, says the New York Sun. 
The feat has been attempted several 
times, once by J. Brisben Walker, but 
this is the first time any one has reach- 
ed the summit with a noiseless car- 
riage.

Recent statistics In regard to the pro- 


duction of Portia »d cement indicate 
that the United States is destined to 
lead the world in that manufacture, as 
it IB first among all of the nations in 
steel construction for building pur- 
poses, eays the Chicago Post. Within 
the last 11 years the production of 
cement in the United States has In- 
creased 23 times and !s used in nearly 
all construction in preference to that 
Imported from Europe. Foreign manu- 
facturers fear the progress of tho 
American product, and less cement Is 
being imported today than ever before 
In tho history of Its manufacture. 


On the same ratio the use cf cement 


for ttiilding purposes has increased 
durtnf tli^sarue period until today it ia 
used for every form of construction 
for which stone was formerly employ- 
ed. An entire business building was 
recently constructed of cement in 
Washington, and it is' successfully 
used for the construction of residences. 
The railroads have adopted It for 
bridge building. Viaducts, roadbeds, 
fireproof flooring and similar con- 
struction are among the more recent 
uses to which the material is being 
put by successful contractors and 
builders in tbe' United States. 


In view of these facts a few figures 


showing the growth of the industry in 
America are of interest. During the 11 
year period referred to the product baa 
Increased from 835,000 barrels to 
8,000,000 barrels. At toe present time 
Portland cement is produced at more 
than 50 factories, with an aversce cap- 
ital estimated at $20,000,000. The value 
of the domestic product annually ia 
not less than $10,000,000. 


In 1890 13 -per -cent of the cement 


used in the United States was of do- 
mestic manufacture; in 1900, with the 
total consumption four times greater, 
but 25 per cent was imported. A few 
years ago all of the product used in 
Chicago was ^manufactured abroad, 
while today builders and contractors 
eay practically no imported cement ia 
used in Chicago for any purpose. That 
of domestic manufacture is considered 
better and cheaper. 


"There is no'rlonger any question as 


to tbe value, of cement in all construc- 
tion in which brick -and stone have 
been used. in the past," said City En- 
gineer EricBon. "Its use is becoming 
more general 'with the knowledge ac- 
quired by experience and I do not 
doubt thateultlmately cement will take 
the place of stone and brick altogether, 
for the reason that it is better and 
cheaper. In that event America is cer- 
tain to take the lead in its production. 
as it presents the largest field for its 
use. 


"It is only recently that the value of 


concrete as a building material has 
been generally understood. Today 
nouses are being built out of concrete 
or cement stone, and the construction 
is entirely successful. lu my opinion 
the most' valuable use to which cement 
has been recently successfully employ- 
ed has been In-tunnel and conduit con- 
struction. It is superior to brick in ev- 
ery way. It" furnishes a better surface, 
Is tigb'ter, .^cheaper and far easier to 
handle in construction. It is used with 
equal succeduin the building of sew- 
ers and drains. In fact, there is no 
constructten' today In which It does not 
have its place. All good foundations 
are of concrete, it is used extensively 
in bridge construction and is today 
second only to steel construction in the 
line of modern building materials. 


"There is i not the slightest question 


that cement can be manufactured as 
cheap if net cheaper in this country 
than abroad. The quality of domestic 
product is equal to that ot imported 
material. Best evidence of tills Is found 
in the fact that'here In Chicago, one of 
the leading cement markets in the 
country, nothing but imported cement 
was used up to a few years ago. Today 
I do not know of a barrel of foreign 
product which has gone into construc- 
tion during the last two years." 


Inquiry among the large contractors 


tnd cement dealers confirmed the con- 
fidence expressed in the future of the 
cement Industry In America. "This 
Country Is bound to become the great- 
est producer of cement if for no other 
reason than because it furnishes the 
greatest field for Its consumption," said 
Pred P. Updike, president of a com- 
pany of contractors. "There is scarcely 
any building construction today In 
which It is not an Important factor. 
Bteel and cement construction are the 
best the v/odd has ever known, and 
this country is able to produce both of 
OQoqualed quality." 


Thomas Mould log. who Is regarded 


as an authority upon the product, 
voices practically the same opinion as 
those expressed by the city engineer, 
calling special attention to the use of 
cement stone for residence building 
and for the adoption of concrete by the 
railroads for bridge building. ''Domes- 
tic cement," snid he, "Is of a very fine 
quality, as good as any ever imported, 
and the Increase In its manufacture is 
sufficient assurance that America will 
lead the world in its production."

THE PASSIN8 Of THE SHAKERS 


Onct Famous SMI Finds It Nfetistry 


To Soli Property 


The Hancock Shakers have decided 


to sell off a large portion of their prop«- 
erty, as recently reported in the Tran- 
script. The Shaker colony has become 
greatly lessened 
In members during 


the past 10 years and their holdings 
now are a great deal larger than they 
can attend to with any 
degree ot 


profit. 


The chief object in Belling off their 


property at this time is to get the ser- 
vices of Elder Ira R_ Lawson, one of 
the oldest members " of the 
Shaker 


family, who alone knows the boun- 
daries of their lands. Mr. Lawson is 
69 years old and in feeble health, but 
still the mainstay of the settlement. 
The elder says he wishes to have much 
of the land sola before he passes aivay 
and lawsuits and titles ovfrr the pos- 
sessions will then be avoided. 


The Shakers have about 3000 acres 


and there are only four men in the 
settlement to take care of them. They 
employ 14 men, who are aliens to the 
family and take little interest in 
thear affairs. With the employment of 
so large a force there is little profit in 
agriculture, In years gone by they 
raised cattle for market, but th'ere is 
no money in that branch of farming 
now and it has been practically 
abandoned. 


Of the 3000 acres that tho Hancock 


Shakers own about half is mountain 
and wood land. They own practically 
all of Lebanon mountain to the west, 
and a good deal of it has a fine growth 
of timber. 


The Shakers have also decided that 


they would like to dispose of their grist 
mill out in West Pittsfield, which has 
been running for the past 50 years, and 
is one of the best water privileges in 
this section. But, like the farm, they 
have to hire men to run the mill, and 
they find it unprofitable.

Increaes 
in Number of Experienced 


Teachers Who Become Pupils 


From local correspondence in Spring- 
field Sunday Republican: 


The public schools of Berkshire are 


beginning to feel more and more the 
influence of the normal school, which 
was established in this city a few 
years ago. Evidence of this is found, 
in the increasing number of teachers 
of experience \\ho are coming to the 
school, with the statement of l-nnci- 
pal Murdoek this week that the pios- 
peets for the coming year ina'catea 
more than ever before of this class 
of pupils. It is a feature taut is no- 
ticed through the normal schools of 
the state to an Increasing extent, but 
probatfty no section is so susceptible 
to it as Berkshire county, simply be- 
cause this section wag left longest with 
out a school of this charact.f. "When 
Ihe school was opened, its pupils were 
for the most part recent 
£radua,les 


of the high schools and other? wn" 
hod nad no experience. 
The practi- 


cal influence of the school on the pub- 
lic: schools of the smaller towns vias 
not felt until the earlier PUDI'S were 
graduated and began to find their way 
into positions in their homes or near- 
by places. Then the results of the prac 
tual training in methods of teaching 
and of the broader educational facil- 
it:e3 of the normal school began to 
manifest themselves. Soon the mem- 
ber? of the school committees began 
to notice the nPW inspiration of the 
teachers who had come from thei nor- 
mal school, and gradually they opened 
their eyes to the fact that normal 
school graduates seemed to be the 
most desirable class of teachers. This 
awakening was quietly recognized by 
the teachers through the territory, 
and it was not slow in becoming an 
influence to induce those who had not 
benefited by normal school training to 
do so. Those teachers who had had 
much experience were not 
affected. 


They had 'learned in another school 
than the normal school and were fitted 
to meet the competition thus present- 
ed. But for the newer and younger 
teachers, wjiose actual experience was 
not a. match for the training given in 
the school, it was most natural to turn 
10 that institution. And so those who 
had taught for a year or so, and even 
more, began to come in. AU this was 
simply the experience of other parts 
of the state, which has gone on more 
deliberately. Here it was by the na- 
ture of things and the influence of 
normal school work in not 
distant 


communities 
brought 
into smaller 


space and shorter time ,so that it could 
easily be seen and understood. It has 
been a concrete demonstration of the 
actual value to the individual com- 
munity of the normal school system 
of Massachusetts. The increased num 
bers of pupils with teaching experi- 
ence has also had jts effect on the 
school itself. This class of learners 
become a nucleus of hard 
workers, 


with a motive for work inspired by 
a full realization of the necessity for 
it, tending always to raise the stand- 
ard of the school. 
Teachers of the 


normal school greet with pleasure the 
entrance of those who kno\v for what 
they are working, • and who know in a 
measure how to work to the best ad- 
vantage.

AN AMERICAN HENLEY. 


Splendid Aquatic Course Planned 


For New York. 


-WILL 
BE 
CLOSE TO COLLEGES, 


'tor. Haele Proposes a Sheltered 


Course a Mile and a Half Long; OB 
tba HUBBUB River at Riverside 
Park—A Die Breakwater Will Be 
Erected. 
An elaborate plaa for an American 


Henley along Elverside drive in New 
Work, says the New York World, has 
been prepared by Dr. John T. Nagle of 
the health department. Dr. Nagle is a 
We member of the New York Athletic 


, club, and has for many years taken 
. an active interest in aquatic sports. 


Dr. Nagle is now on bis vacation at 


Oceanic, N. J., and when he returns to 


> town will submit his plan to the board 
/of public improvements. 
• For years New York oarsmen have 
Deplored the fact that there is no first 
/class course among tbe numerous 
waterways about the city for rowing 
(races. The Harlem river is objection- 
able for many reasons. Scores of sew- 
ers empty into it and the training of 
men is interfered witb because of the 
noxious odors they are forced to 
breathe. Tbe crowded condition of ths 
river also hampers the practice of oars- 
men. 


Dr. Nagle holds that a city of New 


'York's eminence should be second to 
none in tbe matter of providing a 
proper rowing course and one that 
.would attract oarsmen from all parts 
cf the country during the racing sea- 
von. His plan calls for tbe erection of 
a breakwater 400 feet from the shore 
and running from Ninety-ninth street to 
One Hundred and Twenty-ninth street 
along Riverside pork. The One Hun- 
dred and Twenty-ninth street terminal 
of the breakwater, be proposes, shall be 
connected with the pier now there, and 
tie suggests that another recreation pier 


1 be erected at the foot of Ninety-ninth 


•treet to connect with the southerly 
end of tbe breakwater, thus giving a 
Sheltered straightaway water course a 
tnile and a half long and 400 feet wide. 
Ihe breakwater, he proposes, shall be 
80 feet wide, surmounted witb a board 
walk over ita entire length for tbe use 
Of tbe public. 


He also proposes tbe erection of a fine 


promenade on the shore running paral- 
lel witb the water course. The prom- 
enade is to be connected with Riverside 
drive by bridges over the tracks of the 
New York Central railroad. The prom- 
enade 1* to be 50 feet wide, and aside 
from its value as a vantage point for 
spectators wbile races arc being held 
he declares It will be a delightful and 
bealtbful recreation spot for tbe public

The water course would be close to 


Columbia, ouil Barnard colleges and 
convenient to other large educational 
institutions In tbe northern end of 
Manhattan IslancL Jf "fee -eeBrse were 
constructed it is believed that tbe Bar- 
nard students would imitate tbe girls 
at Vasbar, Wsllesley and other women's 
colleges and take an active interest in 
rowing matters. While tbe course is 
designed primarily for oarsmen, Dr. 
Nagle's plan is to have it used for all 
kinds of aquatic sports, tub races, 
water polo, etc. 


All of the debs now on the Harlem 


river would move tbeir boatbouses to 
the new course, It is believed, and the 
rent they would pay to the city would 
help to pay tbe expense of maintaining 
tbe amusement place. Speaking of bis 
plan, Dr. Nagle said: 


"England has its Henley and Victoria 


embankment, which give pleasure and 
amusement to hundreds of thousands 
every year. 
In Prance powerful in- 


fluences are at work for tbe creation of 
a French Henley, and I do not see why 
we should not take advantage of the 
eplendid Hudson river and the hand- 
some Riverside drive for the construc- 
tion of a Henley of our own, where 
tens of thousands of New Yorkers 
could witness the sports." 


Dr. Nagle has been prominent in 


many movements for tbe beautifying 
of the city and the creation of schemes 
to advance the public health. He was 
active in the work of establishing small 
parka In the densely crowded portions 
of tbe city and from tbe Qrst advocated 
the erection of recreation piers. Many 
-ears ago be wrote a pamphlet propos- 
tag tbe establishing of a public park 
It Coaey Island.

John Campbell, a veteran racing man,

Scientific Cultivation In Australia. 
Tobacco Expert* Secured. 


i The government of Victoria, Austra- 
lia, has applied to the United States 
'for a director of agriculture. The ad- 
iVanced position this government has 
attained through her agricultural de- 
partment In applying science to agri- 
culture and developing the highest and 
best systems of cultivation has made 
jber the foremost country in t&e world 
In these matters. The Victorian gov- 
ernment is making elaborate plans for 
(the development of her agricultural 
'lands and the advancement of farmers 
itbere, and she has come to the United 
i£tates for a man to direct tbe work. 
! James M. Sinclair, superintendent in 
fl/mdon of exports for the Victorian 
government and representative of the 
department of agriculture of Victoria, 
recently saij^d for London after sever- 
al weeks spent ha the United States in 
[gathering information regarding the 
joperatlons of our agricultural depart- 
ment and In searching for competent 
tnen who will accept positions with the 
agricultural department of Victoria. A 
few weeks ago he visited Washington 
and conferred with Acting Secretary of 
'Agriculture Moore, in the absence of 
(Secretary Wilson, and several of the 
scientists engaged in the department, 
says tbe Philadelphia Press. 


He asked frankly that they recom- 


mend gome man ft ho would accept the 
position of director of agriculture at » 
salary probably of |10,000 a year and 
who would tafee full charge of the prac- 
tical administration of the Vlctoriao 
agricultural department In Victoria, 
as elsewhere, the head of tbe agricul- 
tural department is a member of the 
ministry. It Is proposed that he shall 
represent the political rather than the 
practical work of the department and 
an experienced scientific agriculturist 
be secured as director of it 


The result of his conference with the 


department officials at Washington was 
the suggestion of two men of eminent 
ability for the position. One is Profess- 
or B. T. Galloway, chief of the bureaa 
of plant industry, and the other Pro- 
fessor WiUett M, Hays, agriculturist 
of the Minnesota experiment station. 
After discussing the qualifications of 
these two men Mr. Sinclair was satis- 
fied that either one would fill the posi- 
tion. As soon as he gets to London he 
will inform his borne government of 
tbe result of hia investigation and will 
recommend that It communicate with 
one of these scientists and offer him 
the position. 


Mr. Sinclair also made Inquiry as to 


tobacco experts and asked the depart- 
ment officials In Washington to recom- 
mend two men who are experts to that 
line. He was informed that this would 
be impossible, ; ^ Secretary Wilson was 
unable to secure for service In his own 
department the number ef tobacco ez- 
perts he requires to develop his plans 
regarding that industry. Mr. Sinclair 
then visited some of the tobacco dis- 
tricts to Tennessee and Kentucky and, 
It Is understood, has secured men ex- 
pert in the cultivation of tobacco and 
to the knowledge of the treatment of 
•oils, curing the leaf and all that per- 
tains to the perfection of the crop. 


This is not the first time foreign gor- 


ernmenta have sent agents to the Unit- 
ed States to secure scientific fannera 
and agriculturists. The work of the 
United States agricultural department 
in its experiment stations, investiga- 
tions and practical assistance to farm- 
ers is known the world over and recog- 
nized to be so far in advance of similar 
departments in other countries that ap- 
plication is made at Washingtoa for 
the most modern and advanced ideas 
and men *n agriculture. Not long ago 
an agricultural expert jsf Great Britain 
who had been sent to one of her "West 
Indian colonies came to Washington 
and consulted with Secretary Wilson j 
with regard to securing a staff of sub- 
ordinate officers to help him witb hia 
work. He said that his government had 
made a mistake in appointing him to 
that post It should have selected an 
American. He proposed, however, to 
get the best results he could by em- 
ploying none but United States experts. 


Agents from European countries fre- 


quently visit the United States and are 
accorded every facility to study the 
work of trar agricultural department 
They universally express astonishment 
at tbe high grade of scientific work 
that Is carried on and its utility in de- 
veloping the most economic and prof- 
itable system of crop cultivation in the 
world. It is admitted that no other 
government has so successfully applied 
science to agriculture. Tbe fact that a 
colony of Great Britain, instead of go- 
Ing to the home government for a com- 
petent director of agriculture, appeals 
to the United States to furnish It wftb 
(be proper man is regarded as a high 
compliment to our agricultural depart- 
ment

A BOYS' CLUB TO HELPfcOYS 


"Neighborly Neighbor*" IImv» 


* Korcl Plan For Doing Good. 


A certificate of incorporation of the 


Neighborly Neighbors of Yonkers, N, 
Y., was filed In White Plains the other 
day. The organization is made up of 12 
boys of Yonkers. A year ago two small 
boys, ragged and hungry, attracted the 
attention of Health Commissioner Lo- 
Trerre. He learned that their parents 
were botli dying of consumption, with- 
out friends or money. Young members 
of St. Andrew's Memorial church Sun- 
day school started a collection for the 
faaiily. The father end mother were 
cared for till they died, and places 
were found for their boys. 


Out of this grew the club, the boys 


having inaugurated a regular system 
of collections from citizens, the amount 
solicited being 10 cents a week. Their 
funds accumulated so rapidly that they 
asked for a directorate, which was 
made up of nine well known citizens. 
Several months ago a $10,000 house 
was bought in Elverdale avenue, Yon- 
kers, of which $1,500 was paid down. 


When permission to incorporate was 


forwarded by the state board of chari- 
ties, it took occasion to remark that the 
Neighbors' plan was entirely novel and 
BO practical that there was cause for 
surprise that the idea had not appealed 
to sonie one before. The object of the 
Neighbors is set forth to provide a 
home for boys, find them employment, 
provide evening instruction for them 
and teacli them how to become self 
supporting The territory covered by 
the corporation is Westchester county.

SENOR PEREZ ON COLOMBIA 


An Eiilc From Tltat Country s«y« 


Taere Will Be No War. 


Senor Raul Perez, secretary of the 


"Colombian diplomatic agency" 
In 


New York city, as the local revolu- 
tionary junta is called, and an exile 
from Colon1 lua for nine jears on ac- 
count of bis political opinions, said tlie 
other day. 


"There can be no war between Co- 


lombia and Venezuela. Tills is what 
has taken place: On one side the Co- 
lombian and Venezuelan Clericals or- 
ganized a Clerical invasion against the 
Liberal Venezuelan government, and on 
the other side the Venezuelan and Co- 
lombian Liberals prepared themselves 
to meet the invaders at the frontier. 
General Uribe-Uribe Is at tbe- head of 
tbe Colombian element of that army. 
Most likely he was 'the commanding 
general who obtained the two victories 
of July 20 and Aug. 9. Now he must 
be pushing' his way south toward Bo- 
gota, the capital. 


"Venezuela has no reason to declare 


war against Colombia, becanse the 
Clerical invasion has been completely 
defeated and before two months elapse 
tbe Liberal party will be In power in 
Colombia, On the o'Aer hand, the Cler- 
ical government of Colombia is not in 
a position to declare war against Ven- 
ezuela, because the Colombian govern- 
ment was the aggressor. That govern- 
ment is now tumbling to pieces. I ex- 
pect the revolutionary party to prevail 
within a mouth." 


SERUM FOR YELLOW FEVER 


BraBillan Pbralclan'B Discovery to 


Be Tected at Havana. 


Experiments are to be conducted to 


test the efficacy of the serum discov- 
ered by Dr. Caldas, a Brazilian physi- 
cian, as a protection against yellow- 
fever, says a Havana dispatch to the 
New York Sun. 


Dr. -Oorgas and other physicians who 


bave been experimenting on the basis 
of the theory that mosquitoes convey 
the disease will supply mosquitoes for 
i>r. Caldas' experiments. They have 
eigbt of the insects which have bitten 
persons witb well marked cases of yel- 
low fever from Santiago de ias Vegas 
Of these eight two bave already bitten 
two persons, who have since developed 
the dleoase. These eight mosquitoes 
will be divided into pairs, two of which 
will be allowed to bite two persons 
whom Dr. Caldas will previously inocu- 
late with his serum, which, lie says, 
will render them immune. The ether 
two pairs will bite tvo noairnmunes. 


Luckily, some apparently good mos- 


quitoes are available, as hitherto this 
year out of 80 persons bitten by other 
mosqnltocs infected from cases of yel- 
low fever In Havana none has de- 
veloped tb« disease.

Yesterday's Second. Edition 


The second edition flood of yesterday 


was the result of heavy rains on the

day before, Tophet brook began sud- 
denly to rise. 
The invasion of water 


this time was almost without warn- 
ing,
